AND LAUGHLIN TELL 
WHY THEY FELL OUI 


Each Says Other Is Mighty Fine 
Fellow Except When It Comes 
to Money Matters. 


WERE FRIENDS 30 YEARS 


Affidavit Over Which Chicagoan 
Wants St. Louisan Indicted 
Called Mistake. 


J. Brooks Johnson, money lender to 
prominent St. Louisans, and Henry D. 
Laughlin, owner of the Great Northern 
Hotel in Chicago and formerly a Judge 
of a criminal court in St. Louis, boon 
companions for more than 80 years, in 
interviews about each other yesterday 


were agreed on one point. Each was 
sure the other ‘was a mighty fine fel- 
low except when it came to money mat- 
ters,” 

Laughlin appeared yesterday before 
the grand jury in an effort to have 
Johnson indicted on a charge of making 
a false affidavit for a suit he filed 
against Laughlin in St. Louis County 
several months ago on a note for $5000 
which Johnson said Laughlin owed him. 
Johnson, when informed of Laughlin’s 
action, said he had been mistaken. in 
filing the suit and that when he discov- 
ered his mistake he dismissed the suit. 

Johnson told that when Laughlin paid 
a judgment for $10,000 which he had ob- 
tained, Laughlin sent word to Johnson 
that he was “going to knock his damn 
block off.’’ 

Laughlin Tells What He Said. 

Laughlin, waiting in the grand nity! 
anteroom yesterday afternoon, refused 
to talk about the testimony he expected 
to give, but was willing to talk to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter about his troubles 
with Johnson. 

“I didn’t write Johnson I was g0- 
ing to knock his damn block off,”’ 
Laughiin said, “but I did write him 
that he couldn't ‘honeyfugie’ me.” 

(This is an expression made famous 
by former President Taft in a ‘refer- 
ence to Col. Roosevelt. Taft said: “T 
hate to see a man-—-meaning Roosevelt 
jetry’ to honeyfugie the people by 
telling them sométhing he doesn’t -be- 
tteve.”’) 

Laughlin continued: “Brooks John- 
son and I were friends for many 
years. As a companion he ts a most 
enjoyable fellow. In fact, he is a 
mighty fine fellow except when it 
comes to money matters. I have al- 
ways deemed it a great pleasure when 
I came to St. Louis to Grop in and 
chat with him. 

“Brooks is a student of the Bible. He 
is always ready with a Bible quotation 
on everything that comes:up. He has 
a Bible defense for anything. 

“One time I asked him what he could 
find in the Bible to justify him in 
charging 20 per cent interest. He camé 
right back with the parable of the g00d 
and faithful servant, in the twenty-fifth 


j chapter of Matthew, and pointed out 


that the servant who took his five tal- 
ents and made five talents more, or 100 
per cent with them, was praised by his 
master, and the one who hid his one 
talent was punished.’’ 

Johnson’s Side of Treuble. 

Johnson talked about his dealings 
with Laughlin over a long period. 

‘‘We were close friends,”’ Johnson said. 
“f always liked Laughlin. In. fact, he 
is an excellent companion, and is all 
right except in money matters. I guess 
I have loaned him more than $150,000 
in the last 26 years. 

“We didn’t have a falling out until last 
spring, when I learned that he was 
overdrawn at his Chicago bank. He 
owed me more than $60,000 and when I 
began to draw in on him he got mad. I 
sued him and have coliected all this 
money except $30,000, which is owed in 
the name of the Rahway Docks Co. of 
New Jersey, which he controls. That 
$30,000 is secured, so I am not worrying 
about it. 

“I have loaned him as high as $25,- 
000 at a time. Once I learned he was 
overdrawn $98 in a St. Louis bank. 
He was out West and I made a de- 
posit to cover his overdraft. Another 
time his wife sent me word he was 
away and she couldn't reach him and 
that his life insurance would lapse 
if the premium were not paid. I paid 
it. 

“Last spring I sued him on two 
notes, one for $2500 and one for $5000. 
He hadn't paid any interest for nearly 
five years. I got judgment, the total 
amount with interest being more than 
$10,000. 

“I thought he owed another note of 
$5000 to the Anchor Warehouse Co., 
which I control. I sued on that. He 
explained that he had taken care of 


As soon as I discovered that 
I dismissed the suit. Now he is try- 
ing to have me indicted for making a 
false affidavit in the suit.” 

Predicts Long Fight. 

Laughlin is 69 years old and John- 
son is 78. At the time the suits were 
filed in St. Louis County, Laughlin 
said: “Johnson and I are both old men 
and we probably mall die fighting 
this case.” 

Laughlin was before the grand jury 
nearly two hours. Johnson said he 
had no fear of being indicted on the 
charge Laughlin preferred.

5 PER CENT RAISE FOR U. R. 
MOTORMEN AND CONDUCTORS 


Means 850 a Year More for the Em- 
ployes and Will Cost $150,000 
Annually—Effective Jan. 1. 

‘As a Christmas gift to its 3000 motor- 
men and conductors, the United Rail- 
Ways today announced a 5 per cent 
Wage increase, effective Jan. 1. It is 
estiinated the increase will cost the com- 
pany $150,000 a year and will give each 
motorman and conductor about $50 a 

year more. 

“This increase is substantial evidence 
of the company’s appreciation of the 
loyalty and skill of our faithful train- 
men,’ says Richard McCulloch, the 
rresident, in the Christmas issue of the 
United Railways Bulletin. 

Officials said that the increase result- 
ed from better business conditions gen- 
erally and a realization of the higher 
cost of living. 

The old scale was 23 cents an hour for 
first-year men and 1 cent more an hour 
for each additional year’s service until 
six years, after which the scale stood 
stationary at 28 cents. The new scale 
gives first year men 24. cents an hour, 
and 1 cent hourly increase in each year 
until the seventh year, when 29% cents 
‘s paid; 30 cents an hour is paid the 
eighth year, 30% an hour in the ninth 
year and 31 cents an hour in the tenth 
year and thereafter. 

Since 1904 the cormpany has increased 
car wages 37 per cent. 


‘DANES INDORSE ‘ISLAND SALE 
BY A MAJORITY OF 127,000 


Deal Will Now Be Taken Up by the 
Danish Parlia- 
ment, 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 15.—The Pebis- 
cite held yesterday on the question of 
the sale of Danish West Indies to the 
United States resulted in 283,000 votes 
being cast in favor of the sale and 165/,- 
000 against such action. 

This indorsement means that the mat- 
ter will now be taken up by the Riks- 
dag, the Danish Parliament. A treaty 
for. the sale of the islands was conclud- 
ed between the United States and Den- 
mark in New York on Aug. 5 of this 
year,. the purchase price being fixed at 
$25,000,000. The treaty was ratified by 
the United States Senate, Sept. 7. 

The Danish archipelago includes the 
islands of St. Thomas, St. Croix and 
St. John. St. Thomas is 38 miles east 
of Porto Rico and directly in the line 
of Panama Canal traffic.

AS ‘TWILIGHT SLEEP’ SUBSTITUTE 


Battle Creek Sanitarium Docter Says 
it Eliminates Objectionable 
Feature. 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Dee. 15.— 
Dr. Albert W. Nelson of the sanitarium 
here has invented a substitute for “‘twi- 
light sleep,’’ claiming that it eliminates 
the objectionable feature of the acopola- 

mine slumber. 

Admission is made that the sanitari- 
um has utilized ‘“‘sunrise slumber,” as 
Dr. Nelson calls it, with success. It is 
claimed the treatment produces ingensi- 
bility to pain without causing sémi- 
consciousness. 

The mother knows what is being done 
and can lend co-operation. Nitrous 
acid and oxygen are the basis for the 
new “sunrise slumber,’’ which, sani- 
tarium physicians say, will eventually 
be adopted all over the world. 


BILL TO CHECK MAIL ORDER 
LIQUOR SALES RECOMMENDED 


House Committee Would Close Postal 
Service Against Advertisements 
Designed for Dry States. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—A bill pro- 
hibiting the transmission of liquor ad- 
vertisements by mail to anyone except 
licensed liquor dealers, or agents, was 
favorably reported today by the House 
Postoffice Committee. 

It is aimed at the so-called mail order 
liquor business in dry territory. 

The bill, drawn by Representative 
Randall of California, Prohibitionist, 
would absolutely bar the mails to 
liquor advertising or correspondence, 
except between persons licensed to 
do a liquor business. It would im- 

ose fines and prison sentences up to 
five years for violation and proposes 
also that any violator might be pun- 
ished at the point of mailing or des- 
tination. 

When the Senate resumed debate 
on. the Sheppard bill to make the 
capital dry, Senator Smoot submit- 
ted a substitute for absolute prohi- 
bition, except for medicinal purposes. 
The Sheppard bill would not prohibit 
for personal 


use, 

Senator Sheppard opposed the 
amendment which would prohibit in- 
dividual use of liquor. 


POPE TO ISSUE PROCLAMATION 


Christmas Message to Belligerents, 
as Result of Peace Note, Paper 
Says.

BRITISH PUBLIC 
INCLINED 10 REAR |; 
BERLIN'S TERMS 


Looked Upon as Affording Suit- 
able Opportunity for Allies to 
Enunciate War Aims. 


LAW’S SPEECH DISCUSSED 


Vew That Peace Offer Is Appeal 
to Neutral Opinion Which 
Should Be Met. 
LONDON, Dec. 15.—Public opinion, as 
represented by the British press, was 
largely occupied today in discussing the 
brief expression in the House of Com- 


mons yesterday by Andrew Bonar Law, 
the Government leader. that the British 
Government’s policy still was based on 
“adequate reparation for the past and 


adequate security for the future.” 

It is noticeable that several influential 
newspapers take the view that this 
leaves the way open to avoid summarily 
refusing to consider the proposal, and 
for an enunciation of the essential aims 
and objects for which the entente allies 
are contending. The Manchester Guard- 
lan, reflecting: provincial sentiment, and 
the Westminster Gazette, are among 
the newspapers taking this view. 

Newspapers’ Comments. 

The Westminster Gazette says that ‘f 
the German proposal takes an offensive 
form and appears as though demanded 
by conquerors from the vanquished, the 
only reply to the insult would be a con- 
temptuous silence, and continues: 

“But if it is sincere, we should desire 
to answer with a reasonable explanation 
of why our principal aims cannot ve 
compromised and what kind of a Euro- 
pean system we think ‘necessary to se- 
cure the future.’’ 

The newspaper points out ‘that Ger- 
many’s chief appeal is to neutral sen- 
timent, and that it is, therefore, of the 
greatest importance that Great Britain 
should carry neutral opinion in the 
final stage “by presenting our aims 
and objects in a manner which will 
kindle neutral sympathy and be clear 
to’ their understanding.” 

In the Globe today there is a long 
editorial in regard to the reports from 
neutral capitals of eagerness on the 
part of the German people for peace, 
and threats of some German news- 
papers that unless the peace proposal 
of the central Powers is accepted there 
will be more ruthless prosecution of 
the war. 


Allies Will Speak “in Good Time.” 

Commenting on these reports, the 
Globe says: 

“All in.good time the terms of the al- 
lies. will be set forth, but the statement 
will not be hastened an hour either by 
protestation of love for peace or by 
threats.’’ | 

Commenting upon the statement made 
by-Bonar Law, ‘the Manchester Guardi- 
an today s<ys: | 

‘Two things appear to emerge from 
this brief and dignified statement—first, 
that the Government will not refuse to 
consider on their merits any proposals 
that may be made to them; secondly, 
they will not allow the general char- 
acter of the terms on which alone they 
will consent to conclude peace to re- 
main for a moment in doubt. That is as 
it should be.” 

The newspaper deplores the attitude 
of the irresponsible part of the press 
in flouting proposals which are not yet 
made. 

“Let us be as resolute as the case de- 
mands in the terms upon which we 
deem it necessary to insist, but let it 
never be said that we refused in mere 
insolence, or levity, to listen to the 
very name of peace.” 

“Colossal” War Expenditures. 

Referring to the daily expenditures of 
$28,500,000 as ‘‘colossal beyond imagina- 
tion,’’ Bonar Law frankly declared that 
such figures could not be continued in- 
definitely; all that could be hoped for 
was to continue them long enough to 
beat the enemy. 

The reference to the German peace 
proposal came as he closed. He pre- 
faced it with the staternent that the 
proposal had not yet reached his majes- 
ty’s Government, and that it was ob- 
vious no member of the Government 
could make a statement on the subject, 
and that in his view it were better that 
very little should be said in the House 
of Commons. 

Reginald McKenna’s reply from the 
opposition bench, besides complimenting 
Bonar Law, referred to the command- 
ing influence of the American dollar as 
the result of the war. 

“It is not easy to convert sterling 
wealth into dollar wealth,”’ he said. ‘‘We 
must pay in dollars for what we buy 
now, not only in te ar but all over 
the world.” 

The debate was brief and the war 
credit of $2,000,000,000 was passed by 
unanimous vote. Bonar Law announced 
that. Parliament would be ,prorogued 
Dec. 22 for a period not yet determined.

Breeches Buoy at Eureka, Cal. 
—Hoped Boat Can Be Saved. 


EUREKA, Cal., Dec. 15.—The . subma- 
rine H-8, in which 2% enlisted men and 
two officers of the United States Navy 
were imprisoned for hours yesterday 
while she pounded, disabled, in a heavy 
surf on the beach near the Eureka har- 
bor entrance, apparently was still in- 
tact as to hull early today. It is hoped 
to drag the boat back into deep water 
today. 

Werner Sweins, coast guardsman of 
the Eureka Life’ Saving Station, was 
the hero of the rescue of the H-3’s crew 
late yesterday afterrioon. While the 
men were still bottled up in the subma- 
rine, a coast guard cutter with eight 
men pulled alongside with a lead line 
for a breeches buoy. The citer was 
dashed away by a giant wave, but 
Sweins succeeded in leaping aboard 
the submarine and made fast the line. 
He was washed overboard twice and 
hauled himself back to safety by cling- 
ing to the line. before the conning tow- 
er hatch of the H-3 was opened in re- 
sponse to his kicks. The buoy. tackle 
was hauled aboard and the rescue of the 
men followed, occupying two hours.

She replied she was go- 
ing to a grocery store to buy an orange 
for their daughter, Alice, 6 years old, 
whe had a cold.

Cashion seemed to have difficulty in 
understanding his ‘wife’s reply and 
forced her to repeat it so often that 
finally she told him it was none of his 
business where she was going. 

A few minutes later, when Mr. Cash- 
fon entered the house with oranges, 
Cashion fired at her. She fell, wounded 
three times, and died within a few min- 
utes.

ENTENTE TO GIVE SAFE CONDUCT 
TO COUNT TARNOWSKI TO U. S. 


New Austrian Ambassador Pians to 
Sail for America From Hol- 
land Tomorrow. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.— The Entente 
Powers have decided to grant safe 
conduct to Count Tarnow von Tarn- 
nowski, recently appointed Austro-

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OFFER INSINGERE, 
RUSSIA BELIEVES 


Semi-Official Statement Says 
Acceptance Now Would Nul- 
lify Allies’ Sacrifices. 


NOT EXPECTED TO DECEIVE 


Former Suggestions Along Same 
Line Pointed Out as Effort 
to Bolster Up Army. 


PETROGRAD, Dec. 15.—The peace pro- 
posal of the central Powers is regarded 
by the Russian Government as ‘“‘an at- 


tempt to cotrt public opinion and en- 
courage the people of Germany by ap- 
pearing to put the responsibility for 
the continuation of the war upon the 
entente allies.”’ 

The proposal has been received by of- 
ficial Petrograd without sympathy. An 
official of the Foreign Office made the 
following statement, which has been is- 
sued by the semi-official Petrograd news 
agency: 

“The new appeal of our enemies is not 
their first attempt to throw upon the 
eritente Powers the responsibility for 
the war they tet loose. In order to ob- 
tain the support of the German peoples, 
who are tired of the war, the Berlin 
Government many times has had re- 
course to fallacious words of peace and 
has frequently, in order to animate 
its troops, offered prospects for an 
early peace. It promised peace when 
Warsaw was taken; when Servia was 
conquered, forgetting that such prom- 
ises unfilled would creat profound dis- 
trust. 

Recalls Former Overtures. 

“In its further efforts, which are 

similarly due to the same interested 
considerations, the German Government 
is obliged to carry this question outside 
of Germany. All the world recalls these 
attempts, notably its Ballons d’Essai, 
which were sent to neutral countries, 
particularly the United States. 
“Seeing the inanity of such methods, 
which deceived nobody, Gefmany at- 
tempted to create a peace atmosphere, 
which would allow her to consolidate 
her aggressive and imperialistic tenden- 
cies, while sowing discord between the 
allies, by seeking to make public opin- 
ion helieve that separate pour parlers 
were in progress between her and the 
entente Powers. There also were per- 
sistent reports of a separate peace. 

“In view of the fact, however, that 
the allies, with.strong unanimity, re- 
jected all these attempts, our enemies 
had to think of a more serious plan. 
They today are making, in spite of 
their confidence in their military and 
economic power, an appeal] to the United 
States, Spain and Switzerland, announc- 
ing their anxiety to enter into negotia- 
tions for peace. 

“The lack of sincerity and the object 
of the German proposals is evident. The 
enemy Governments have need of heroic 
measures to complete the gaps in their 
armies. Germany is projecting a sort 
of serfdom in the guise of compulsory 
military service. Dhe German Govern- 
ment, in order to uplift the hearts of 
its people and to prepare it for fresh 
sacrifices, is striving to create a favor- 
able atmosphere with the following 
thesis: 

“*We are struggling for our existence: 
we are proposing peace; it is refused 
us. Therefore, the responsibility for 
the continuation of the war falls upon 
our enemies.’ 

Says German Object Is Clear. 

“The object pursued by Germany, 
however, is clear. She speaks of respect 
for the rights, of other nations, but at 
‘the same time she has already intro- 
duced into Belgium, Servia, Montenegro 
and Poland a tegime of terror and vio- 
lence. As for the future, Germany has 
proclaimed an illusory independence for 
| Poland; she proposes to divide Servia 
between Bulgaria and Austria, econom- 
ically to subjugate Belgjum and cede to 
Bulgaria part of Rumanian territory. 

“Everywhere the idea of the hegemony 
of Germany predominates. The latest 
speeches of Von Bethmann-Hollwez 
show the true aspirations of the German 
Government. But today, when the en- 
tente Powers have proclaimed their un- 
shakeable determination to continue the 
war to a successful énd and prevent 
Germany from establishing her hegemo- 
ny, no favorable ground exists for peace 
negotiations. 

“Our enemies knew of the speeches of 
Liloyd-George, Briand and Boselli,; and 
the statement of Trepoff; they were 
therefore assured that their proposa! 
would be unacceptable. It is so, not be- 
cause of the entente Powers—the friends 
of peace—are not inclined that way, but 
because the peace offered by Germany 
is a snare for public opinion. 
why the enemy Governments carefully 
avoid mentioning the conditions of 
peace, 

“We are sure that this new enterprise 
of the disturbers of peace will lead n» 
one astray, that it is condemned to fail- 
ure like the previous efforts. 

Would Nullify Allies’ Sacrifice, 
“The entente Powers would assume 4 
terrible responsibility’ before their peo- 
ples, before all humanity, if they sus- 
pended the struggle against Germany's 
latest attempt to profit by the present 
situation to implant her hegemony in 
Europe. All the innumerable Sacrifices 
of the allies would be nullified by a pre- 
mature peace with the enemy, who :s 
exhausted but not yet brought down. 
“The firm determination of the entente 
Powers to continue the war to a-final] 
triumph can be weakened by no illusory 
proposals of the enemy.’’ 
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Baron. D’Estournelles, Pacifist,

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World, 
PARIS, Dec. 15.—Statements in sup- 


port of the views expressed in the 


Chamber of Deputies yesterday by Pre- 
mier Briand have been made to me dy 
two distinguished Frenchmen who may 
be said to represent: respectively the 
before-the-war spirit of pacifism and 
the -ultra warlike viewpoint of the 
French army. Senator Baron D’Estour- 
nelles de Constant and Gen. Malletterre, 
one of the victors of the Marne, are as 
far apart as the poles in their attitude 
toward many problems confronting their, 
country, but as regards the German Im- 
perial Chancellor’s proposals for peace 
they, are one. 

Calls Peace Offer a Snare. 
Baron D’Estournelle’s comment was: 
“The misfortune is that the German 

Government, having violated all its 
promises, can no longer be believed, 
even on its word of honor. Therefore its 
offer of peace is deemed a snare. with 
which it seeks to take us once more by 


‘surprise. 


‘There exists, however, a: very simple 
means of replying to this unhiversal dis- 
trust. If the German Government is sin- 
cere, let it make known publicly what it 
means by an honorable and lasting 
peace. 

“If its conditions are really stbstan- 
tial, there is no Government anywhere 
which will refuse to consider them. 

‘In the meanwhile, our duty is to 
prosecute the war more energetically 
than ever.”’ 

Gen. Malietterre made the folowing 
statement: 

“The Germans have dared to propose 
peace to the world. Hypocrisy and 
mockery! What is it they debire—the 
Kaiser and the sinister individuals at 
Berlin? To stop the frightful slaughter 
unleashed by their pride and cupidity? 
No. The rescue of Germany, at the leart 
possible cost, from the defeat and ruin 
which await her. 

“But\if the German people‘ have been 
led to expect by the Chancellor’s words 
that they will have a good Chfistmas 
dinner out of what has been captured 
from Rumania, I anf afraid they will 
be much disappointed. The great f.104 
reservoirs are at Braila‘and Galatz, near 
the mouth of the Danube. Germany has 
not. reached those places. 

Says Berlin Wants Armistice. 

“What is it they are seeking funda- 
mentally by this peace maneuver 
step. In the guise of opening negott- 
ations ‘for a vague peace they desire 


to obtain an armisticey which they 


will prolong if possibie until they are 
ready to spring a new trap. 

“The Germanic Governments con- 
ceal the map of famine by hypnotiz- 
ing their peoples with a map of the 
war. A new perfidy—intimidation be- 
fore confession of defeat. Let it be 
well-known in America. 

“We are aware that certain neu- 
trals are suffering through the war. 
But the allies, who are fighting for a 
humanitarian peace, are suffering 
still more. 

“ If Germany could obtain at once 
peace which she desires and needs, in 
order to escape the precipice, she 
would renew her strength more rap- 
idly than the allies and would recom- 
mence in a few years her work af 
evil. Then the United States in their 
turn would be menaced. 

“An allied victory will provide a 
peace which will mate war impossible 
for a long time. A German peace 
would be simply a peace of disaster 
and of constant peril to the end— 
that is to say, until Germany is van- 
quished, is rendered incapable of 
further destructiveness. 

“And let it be realizéd above all 
that we French will not lay down our 
arms as long as a single German sol- 
dier remains on the left of the Rhine.”

DEPORTED BELGIANS 
DONG CIVILIAN ORK 


Excluded From Occupations For- 
bidden by International Law, 
, Says Reply to United States. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Dec. 
15.—Assertion that the action of the 
German Government, in the deportation 
of Belgians, is absolutely in accord- 
ance with the principles of international 
law, is made in the concluding sections 
of Germany’s reply to the inquiries of 
the. United States concerning this sub- 
ject, as published in the Norddeutsche 


Allgemeine Zeitung and given out by 
the Overseas News Agency. 

Those paragraphs now available read: 

“The unemployed (Belgians) sent : to 
Germany shall be distributed from cen- 
tral receiving places established in Pal- 
féngrAddyv,* "Gubeh; ‘Kassel, Meschede, 
Muenster, Soltau and Wittenberg. 
Thence they will be sent to places where 
they shall be engaged in agricultural 
and industrial establishments. Of 
course, they will be excluded from oc- 
cupations to which a hostile population. 
acconding to. intemnational law, .cannot 
be coerced. 

‘Tf the American Government at- 
taches importance to it, a member of 
its embassy at Berlin will, with pleas- 
ure, be permitted to obtain information 
about the cenditions under which these 
persons live by personally visiting them. 

“The German Government highly de- 
plores that, by the slandering press 
campaign of her enemies, the _ condi- 
tions explained above have been com- 
pletely distorted in the United States. 
The German Government, also and. not 
in the least in the interest of the Bel- 
gian population, would extremely de- 
plore if, by these distortions, the high- 
ly beneficial action of the relief com- 
mission should be hampered in any 
way. 

‘The German Government finally feels 
obliged to point out the fact that the 
deportation of the German population 
from parts of Germany and from Ger- 
man colonies occupied by hostile 
troops, especially the deportation of 
women, children and old persons from 
Eastern Prussia to Siberia, has, as far 
as known. here, given. to neutral states 
no incentive to take steps with the re- 
spective Governments similar to these 
now taken toward Germany. 

“At all events, there could be no 
doubt that these measures are gross 
violations of the laws of humanity and 
of the rules of international law, while, 
after the explanation given above, the 
German_ Government is absolutely in 
accordance with these .principles.”’

ENGLISH RELEASE GERMAN BOOKS 


Were on Way to United States—Pro- 
paganda Volumes Still Held Up. 

LONDON, Dec. 15.—A large namber of 
scientific and educational books which 
were seized by the British authorities 
in transit from Germany to the United 
States have been released. Most of them 
were bought for universities and other 
educational institutions and: have no fla- 
vor of war about them. 

But the books classed as propaganda 
are not released. Among them are sev- 
eral volumes by Houston Chamberlain, 
who is regarded here as a renegade En- 
glishman. He married Eva Wagner, 
made his home in Bayreuth and not only 
has written much about Richard Wag- 
ner and his work, but has espoused the 
cause of Germany in this war.

The Grilse left Halifax last Monday 
for Bermuda. Tuesday night, while 
she was still off this coast, a wireless 
message announcing that she. was in a 
sinking condition was picked up. 

The six men who lost their lives were 


carried overboard by huge waves which 


swept the decks. Sub-Lieutenant Frye 
of Ottawa was seriously injured about 
the head. 

The radio apparatus was carried away 
son after the last distress call was sent 
out.

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~ DOMESTIC DOMESTIC RELATIONS COURT. 


Norman J. Sadler, Assistant City Counselor, in 


Letter Column, makes a convincing plea for the 
establishment of a Domestic Relations Court. 
| Every important city in the United States, with 
the exception of St, Louis, has such a court, and 
the Post-Dispatch has frequently urged the need 
of one in St. Louis. ; 

As Mr. Sadler points out, when trouble arises in 
a family of such a nature as to necessitate action 
in court. the lack of a Domestic Relations Court 
‘tends to aggravate the trouble, by separating the 
family instead of making a sympathetic effort to 
settle the differences and thus restore and main- 
tain the family bond. 

There are, at present, four different courts 
charged with the duty of righting wrongs that 
‘arise on account of the family relation. A hus- 
band or wife charged with abuse or cruelty to 
the marital partner is brought before a City 
Court. 
with neglect to support wife and family. He 
may be unable to perform this duty, through lack 
of employment or physical inability. Yet he is 
tried as a criminal and placed on parole. 

Whether or not he is to blame, this system is 
apt to embitter him, so that, after he has been 
arrested several tinfes, he finally deserts his fam- 
ily, leaving them destitute, in which event the 
case comes under the jurisdiction of the Court of 
Criminal Correction. He may then be paroled 
or sent to the workhouse. The next step fre- 
quently taken by the wife is to apply for a di- 
yorce. The Circuit Court then has its opportunity. 
But meanwhile fhe family trouble may have re- 
sulted in one or more of the children becoming 
dependent or delinquent. Here the Juvenile Court, 
which knows nothing of the family difficulties 
and has no power over the parent or parents who 
may be responsible for the delinquency of the 
child, does what it can. 

Mr. Sadler suggests a Court of Domestic Rela- 
tions patterned after one that has been success- 
ful in Cincinnati. The object of such a court, 
which its organization and scope would foster, 
would be to solve family problems rather than 
treat them as necessarily criminal in character, 
and maintain family unity rather than take action 
that might irretrievably destroy such unity. 

St. Louis should have such a court at the ear- 
liest opportunity. It would make for happier 
homes and better children. 
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THE MOST VETOED OF MEASURES. 

The Senate, by a vote of 64 to 7, has passed 
an immigration bill containing the thrice-vetoed 
literacy test. As it is ted that it will again 
be vetoed, the industry and perseverance of Con- 
gress are to be admired. But those qualities 
would be much more admired if they were not 
devoted so prodigally to the threshing over of 
old straw. 

‘There is no lack of new straw to.thresh. Con- 
gress might complete the program of strike legis- 
lation. It might pass the Porto Rican bjll. It 
might enact some of the proposals for checking 
the advancing cost of living. It might get to- 
gether op a just and wise conservation. measure. 

In jamming through a measure which two pre- 
vious: Presidents have disapproved and to which 
a third President is prepared to interpose his sec- 
ond disapproval, Congress is wasting time on bad 
legislation. 
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The Government suggests that the cost of liv- 
ing might be reduced by reducing city delivery 
expenses, which for gross sales of $6,000,000 has 
amounted to nearly $500,000. The lady who orders 
a paper of pins,-to be delivered, might, however, 
be considerably inconvenienced by any change.

OUR CINDERELLA AMONG UTILITIES. . 

In addition to liberal regular dividends, in the 
past, the Laclede Gas Light Co. will distribute 
this year a $1,170,000 surplus accumulated during 
the past six year's. Its 1650 employes will receive 
@ bonus of 10 per cent on their salaries, about 
$100,000 in all, and the remainder will be divided 
among the lueky stockholders of the company. 

‘But the United Railways Co., Cinderella in St. 
Louis’ family of public utilities, is not distributing 
any 10 per cent of wage receipts as a gift 
to’ its hard working employes. It is not 
making its security holliers glad with a Christ- 
mas mellon-cutting adding more than $1,000,000 
to their private incomes. Just the contrary. It 
is having all it can do to meet the demands of 
the men who hold mortgages on it. Neither the 
owners of its conimon stock nor even the owners 
of its cumulative preferred stock have received 
any interest on their investnfent in years, to say 
nothing of extra dividends. e 

One conclusion might be that the business of 
selling gas at 80. cents or even 75 cents a thou- 
sand is an exceedingly profitable one, and the 
data on the gas business throughout the com- 
pany shows that it is. The increasing number 
of companies that sell gas for 60 cents a thou- 
sand are. prosperous. But another conclusion 
might be drawn from the fact that the Laclede’ 
concern never made any extraordinary distribu- 
tions while it was one of the subsidiaries of the 
North American Co. .The handsome surplus has 
been created since it cut loose from North Ameri- 
can tutelage six or seven years ago. 

Can it be that the economies made possible 
and the other advantages accruing from the com- 
munion of vast utility holding companies are 
very much less than they are represented?

The Chicago ordinance, - adopted in 
1907, granted the surface railways a 20- 
year extension of their franchises. It 
provided that the companies should be 
allowed to earn 5 per cent upon their 
capital value, fixed»at $50,000,000 in 1907, 
but which, undethe terms of the ordi- 
nance has increased to $147,000,000 at the 
present time; and that, after the pay- 
ment of operating expenses, the city 
should receive 55 per cent of the sur- 
plus income and the companies 45 per 
cent. 

When the companies make thei? next 
payment in February, the city’s share! 
of the earnings wil amount, in #seund 
figures, to $21,000,000. The city of Chi- 
cago is now receiving approximately $3,- 
000,000 a year from the surface line 
roads, as the result of this agreement, 
in adidtion to taxes amounting to $732,- 
629.44. During the 10 years the agree- 
ment has been in force the companies 
have spent nearly $100,000,000 for improve- 
ments and extensions, which, in ac- 
ccrdance with the ordinance, has been 
added to the price at which Chicago 
may purchase the system. The city 
gets @niversal transfers, a 5-cent fare 
over the entire system and an improved 
service. 


First Profit-Sharing Ordinance. 

The Chicago ordinafice was the first of 
the profit-sharing ordinances adopted in 
this country. The franchises of the sur- 
face line roads had expired in 1907, and 
the city had refused to renew them. 
There was a strong demand for munici- 
pal ownership of the street railways in 
Chicago. The ordinance, as finally passed 
and accepted, represented a compromise 
between the city and the four companies 


Tne partnership agreement has not 
yet been entirely satisfactory either to 
the city or the companies. Ten years be- 
tore the extended franchises expire, Chi- 
cago is making prepartions for a unified 
system of surface, elevated and subway 
lines, ail to be operated as one system, 
with the same division of net earnings 
as between the city and the company 
and the same right of the city to acquire 
ownership of the property. 


The city has spent $250,000 within the 
last year to pay the expenses of a com- 
mission wHich has just submitted a re- 
port, recommending. the construction 
within the next nine years of 11.1 miles 
of double track subway; 64.5 miles of 
single track elevated lines, 150 miles of 
new surface lines and 111 miles of re- 
habdilitated surface tracks. It .is esti-/ 
mated by the commission that this work 
can be done for $100,000,000, and can be 
completed in nine years. But the com- 
mission recommended a general construc- 
tion program involving the expenditure 
of $260,000,000, which will include 68.1 
miles of subways and 5625 miles of sur- 
face lines. 

The plan recommended by the commis- 
sion provides that the existing com- 
panies controlling both the present ele- 
vated and surface lines surrender all of 
their franchises and receive from Chi- 
cago, in lieu thereof, a franchise to the 
new corporation, terminable at any time 
by purchase by the city by amortiza- 
tion or by forfeiture if the corporation 
fails to comply with the provisions of the 


ordinance. 

lt is also recommended that the city’s 
present traction fund, acquired from the 
diviston of the surplus earnings of the 
surface lines, be used for the construc- 
I tion of subways, which shall be owned 
by the city from the start, and for the 
application of its share of future divis- 
ible.net receipts in such a Way as to fa- 
cilitate acquisition of the properties by 
the city. If the recommendations of the 
commission are carried out, a system of 
transfers between all surface ang rapid 
transit lines will be arranged upon the: 
payment of a 2-cent charge. It. is con- 


necessary at first to help carry the 
fteavy capital expenditures of the con- 
struction period. Provision is made for 
the reduction of the transfer charge .as 
the earnings will permit, and for the 
retention of the present transfer system 
on thé surface’ ‘tines, without additional

Why New Plan Ie Submitted. 


The new plan foe the unification of 
surface, elevated and future subway 
lines has been submitted, at the request 
of tle city, because the present trans- 
portation arrangement is not satisfac- 
tory, either. to the city or the surface 
line’ « nies. . Also“for the further 
remhon, it Chicago's street railway sxs- 
tem has not developed rapidly enough to 
meet the requirements of the increasing 
pepiuation, 

The ultimate object of the present 
agreement was -municipal - , ownersnip. 
Starting with a purchase value of $5',- 
000,000, 50 years ago, the companies have 
been permitted, under the terms of the 
agreement, to add $1.15 to capital ac- 

count for each dollar expended in im- 
pro enta and. extensions. In 10 years 
the purchase price has increased nearly 

$100,000,000, while the city’s share of the 
divisible receipts. amounts to only $21,- 
000,000, While tHe city, in 1907, could 
have acquired all. the surface lines for 
an outlay of,,$50,000,000, it would have 
to expend , in addi to its share 

of the @ivisible receipts, $125,000,000 more 
to buy the surface lines. So the city is 


‘at least $75,000,000 further away from 
municipal ownership than it was in 1907.

Surface Line Supervision. 

The Chicago surface lines, under the 
contract with the city, are under the 
supervision of a Board of Supervising 
Engineers, of which Bion J. Arnold, an 
engineer, is chairman. The tity of Chi- 
cago has one member of the board, and 
each of the two ,companies .has. one 
mémber, with one-half vote each. This 
board has control of the accounts of] 
the company, supervision over bonds| 
and the making of extensions and im- 
provements. 

The management of the surface lines 
complains that the companies have had 
to pay out in 10 years, under the agree- 
ment with the city, $41,000,000 in public 
benefits, and that all of this money 
should have gone back into the system 
for extensions and improvements and 
better service. 

It is agreed by both sides that all the 
Water was squeezed out of the stock 
and bonds of the surface lines. Also 
that no provision was made for the re- 
duction of the capital account or pur- 
chase price, which goes on increasing 
every year. 

Kansas City Ordinance. 

In Chicago a Post-Dispatch staff cor- 
respondent was told that the Kansan 
City ordinance was regarded as the 
ideal plan for sharing the street rail- 
way company’s net earnings with the 
city, and for the ultimate acquisition of 
the railway system by the city. The 
Kansas City ordinance, adopted in 1913, 
was based upon Chicago’s experience 
with the profit-sharing system, and 
was intended to meet the objections to 
and defects in the Chicago wes ase 
ment, 

Instead of a 2-year extension of , ae 
chises, as in Chicago, Kansas City 
granted a 30 years’ extension, rétaining 
the right to purchase at any time. Un- 
der certain conditions, Kansas City re- 
ceives two-thirds of the net income of 
the company, and the company one- 
third. 

It was agreed between the city and 
the company that the primary object 
of the contract was to secure to the 
public first-class modern street car 
service, and secondly, thereafter and 
subordinate thereto, to secure to the 
company its capital value and 6 per 
cent return thereon, and third, partici- 
pation by the city in the net profits. 

The agreement, as was the case fn 
Chicago, , eliminated the water from the 
‘stock and bonds: of the Kansas City 
railway lines. It was agreed between 
the city and the company that the valu- 
ation of the lines, at the beginning of 
the contract, should be $25,648,806.66, and 
that to this value should be added the 
cost of all additions, extensions and 
betterments of the street railway sys- 
tern, its equipment and necessary ap- 
purtenances, all properly chargeable to 
capital account. 

Under the contract the company 
agreed to put into the system $650,000 a 
year of new capital from 1914 to 1918, in- 
clusive; $725,000 a year from 1919 to 1923; 
$775,000 a year from 1924 to 1928; $825,000 a 
year from 1929 to 1933; $875,000 a year 
from 1934 to 1938 ‘and $925,000 a year from 
1939 to 1943. This money is to be added 
to and become a part of the capital 
value. 


First-Class Car Service. 


Out of its gross earnings the company 
is required to pay all expenses of man- 
agement and operation, including all 
expenses necessary to put, keep and 
maintain the property and every part 
thereof in first-class condition, and to 
provide for the public first-class, mod- 
ern street car service, equal to that of 
any other city. In addition, the com- 
pany is to pay all taxes, license fees, 
public charges, special assessments, etc. 

The company is to receive 6 per cent 
per annum, cumulative, payable semi- 
annually upon the capital value as de- 
termined from time to time. If the 
earnings for any six months’ period are 
not sufficient to pay 6 per cent, then 
the deficiency shall be made up out cf 
the earnings of some othér period. 

The remainder of the earnings, desig- 
nated as surplus income, are ‘credited 
to the city and used by the company to 
pay for extensions and additions to the 
property until the sum of $6,300,000 is so 
used. The city becomes an owner of an 
equitable interest in the property to the 
extent of this $6,300,000 fund. No part 
of this sum is to be added to or become 
a part of the capital value, 

When the $6,300,000 shall have been ex- 
pended as specified in the contract, then 
and thereafter the surplus income of 
the company will. be divided between 
the company and the cHy, two-thirds 
to the city and one-third to the com 
pany. 

The two-thirds belonging to the city is 
to be credited upon the books of the 
company, and until the city ordains that 
the wholé or part thereof shall be used 
for other purposes, it shall be used either 
to reduce or pay off capital value, or 
to the payment of expenses for addi- 
tions and extensions.

That crude and helter-skelter effort 
at economic prediction was reiterated 
and emphasized by the even more raw 
attempt to utilize the fears of ignorant 
“Py si ger to help the fortunes of a po- 
litical campaign. It~is, therefore, little 
wonder that now, when even prophets 
of evil of the industrial markets of a 
year ago have changed front and have

“But there are others who have lis-

Early Market Is Weak. 

“With little discrimination, stocks 
were thrown upon’ the market in the 
forenoon for what they would bring, 
and in a volume which exceeded any 
transactions in the recent history of the 
exchange. Before midday business had 
far surpassed the million-share mark 
and values in the industrial list had suf- 
fered to the extent of 6, 6 and 7 per cent. 

**Widespread liquidation was assisted 
by professional pressure to force prices 
downward, and the decline was made 
more violent and erratic by the opera- 
tion of ‘stop-loss orders’—a device 
which, designed to protect the specu- 
lator in an orderly market, has. proved 
to be a fruitful source of demoralization 
in an excited and reactionary market, 


‘since it results in sales made without 


reference to prices. By noon, much of 
the disorder had disappeared, and prices 
moved to a level substantially higher 
than those reached in the earlier trans- 
actions.

2. When, by application of the city’s 
share of surplus income and by the pay- 
ment by the city to the company of cash 
the capital value is reduced 50 per cent, 
the city may pay to the company in 
cash the value of the remainder of its 
right to participation in and the cost of 
redeeming such mortgage bonds as may 
be necessary to transfer the property, 
the city shall become the owner of the 
property, subject to lien for the “unpaid 
balance and outstanding mortgages. 

When the capital value shall be re- 
duced to 50 per cent the company’s right 
to participation in the surplus. shall 
cease and the entire surplus shall be- 
long to. the city. 

Third: The city may at any time pay 
for the entire capital value ascertained 
and fixed according to the terms of the 
ordinance. 

City on Company's Board. 

Under the contract Kansas City has 
five of the 11 members of the board of 
directors of the company. The first five
